HOW  TO  ORDER 


Send  in  your  order  as  early  as  possible  on  the  enclosed  order  blank.  It  will  be  acknowledged  at  once  and  filled 
just  as  soon  as  our  bulbs  arrive  from  Holland.  Later  in  the  season  our  stocks  may  become  broken  and  it  will  prob¬ 
ably  be  impossible  to  replace  them.  Orders  for  plants  will  be  sent  about  Sept.  15th,  weather  permitting.  No  postage 
is  required  as  prices  include  postage.  Our  terms  are  cash  with  the  order  or  we  will  ship  0.  O.  D.,  providing  one-fourth 
of  the  amount  accompanies  the  order.  Field  seeds,  however,  unless  otherwise  noted,  are  sent  express  or  freight  collect. 

HOW  TO  PLANT 

Plant  only  the  finest  quality  bulbs.  Olds’  Bulbs  axe  the  best  that  can  possibly  be  secured.  They  have  a  reputation 
for  large  flowers  and  uniformity  of  size  and  color.  Tulips  should  be  planted  in  the  open  ground  as  early  in  the  fall 
as  possible,  as  this  gives  them  time  to  make  suitable  root  growth  before  freezing  weather.  They  can  be  planted  right  up 
to  the  time  the  ground  freezes,  but  with  late  plantings  be  sure  that  a  very  heavy  application  of  mulch  is  placed 
over  the  beds.  All  bulbs  should  be  planted  to  the  depth  shown  in  the  diagram.  Set  the  bulbs  firmly,  taking  care  not  to 
leave  an  air  space  at  the  base  of  the  bulb  where  water  will  settle  and  cause  the  bulb  to  rot.  Choose  a  well  drained 
location.  This  is  most  important.  If  you  do  not  have  a  suitable  place  raise  the  bed  about  six  inches  for  good  drain¬ 
age.  Bone  Meal  is  a  good  fertilizer  to  use  as  it  will  not  burn.  It  should  be  applied  at  the  rate  of  two  handfuls  to 
the  square  yard.  Cover  the  bed  after  the  ground  freezes  with  some  form  of  mulch.  This  is  not  to  keep  the  bulb 
from  freezing  but  to  keep  the  ground  frozen  until  danger  of  frost  is  over  in  the  spring. 
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This  diagram  shows  you  the  depth  and  distance  apart  to  plant  bulbs

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EARLY  FLOWERING 
SINGLE  TULIPS 

FIRST  TO  BLOOM 

Olds’  Early  Tulips  grow  about  seven  to  fifteen  inches  tall,  are 
entirely  hardy  and  bloom  two  weeks  earlier  than  Darwin 
or  Cottage  Tulips.  They  usually  blossom  in  April,  continuing 
for  a  period  of  two  to  three  weeks.

EARLY  FLOWERING  DOUBLE  TULIPS 


Double  Tulips  are  about  the  same  in  height,  a  trifle 
later  in  season,  remaining  in  bloom  a  little  longer  than 
the  single  early  class.  Their  mammoth  double  peony  flow¬ 
ers  make  a  beautiful  display  in  beds  (see  illustration  be¬ 
low)  or  planted  in  with  the  single  earlies  to  extend  the 
blooming  season.  This  class  is  also  prized  for  growing 
indoors  in  pots.  Having  a  larger  flower  they  require  a 
fertile  soil  in  order  to  reach  perfection.

GERMAN  PEAT  MOSS 

Peat  Moss  makes  the  finest  mulch  for  plants  and  bulbs  that  we  know  of.  It  does  not  mat  down  and  choke  the 
plants  as  leaves  have  a  tendency  to  do,  nor  will  it  bring  weeds  into  your  garden  as  is  often  the  case  when  you  use 
hay  or  straw.  Furthermore,  Peat  Moss  will  improve  your  soil;  it  is  especially  fine  for  heavy  clay  soils  and  light, 
sandy  soils. 

A  further  use  for  Peat  Moss  is  in  the  Rock  Garden.  It  is  difficult  to  keep  the  weeds  out  of  a  Rock  Garden  and  as 
most  Rock  Gardens  are  built  on  a  slope  heavy  rains  will  wash  the  soil.  A  good  application  of  Peat  Moss  will  check 
the  weed  growth  and  will  also  help  to  prevent  the  soil  from  washing.

CULTURE.  Select  a  place  to  plant  that  is  well  drained.  The  soil  should  be  spaded  thoroughly  15  to  18  inches 
deep.  Do  this  early  in  the  fall  as  lilies  cannot  be  moved  until  late  and  it  is  hard  to  work  the  ground  late  in  the 
season,  especially  after  we  have  had  light  frost.  Enrich  the  soil  with  leaf  mold  and  well  rotted  manure  in  equal  pro¬ 
portions.  Set  the  bulbs  4  to  8  inches  deep,  depending  on  the  size,  tilting  to  a  45  degree  angle.  To  insure  good 
drainage  pack  sand  around  the  bulb.  Place  about  .four  inches  of  mulch  over  the  bed.

For  Outdoor  Planting.  The  15  and  16  centimeter  bulbs 
are  the  most  satisfactory  sizes  to  use  for  outdoor  planting. 
Smaller  bulbs  are  often  offered  but  we  do  not  recommend 
them.  Select  a  well  drained  location  and  spade  to  a 
depth  of  12  inches,  plant  the  bulbs  according  to  the  dia¬ 
gram  shown  on  page  2.  Bulbs  may  be  planted  up  to  the 
middle  of  November  but  it  is  best  to  plant  just  as  soon 
as  you  receive  the  bulbs. 

Hyacinths  seem  to  do  particularly  well  planted  a  short 
distance  from  the  foundation  of  the  house  on  the  east 
and  south  exposure. 

Cover  the  bed  well  with  mulch  as  soon  as  the  ground 
becomes  frozen. 

For  Indoors.  Use  only  the  largest  size  bulbs  such  as 
our  19  centimeter  size,  pot  1  bulb  in  a  five-inch  pot,  or 
3  in  a  six-inch  pot.  Place  a  piece  of  broken  pot  or  a 
stone  over  the  hole  in  the  pot;  then  practically  fill  the 
pot  with  rich,  light  soil,  break  off  all  the  shoots  from 
the  main  bulb  and  place  in  the  soil  so  that  the  top  will 
be  about  one  inch  from  the  top  of  the  pot;  then  fill  the 
pot  with  soil  up  to  one  inch  from  the  top,  water  well 
and  set  in  a  cool,  dark  place.  After  6  to  10  weeks  they 
can  be  brought  to  the  light. 

Hyacinths  can  also  be  forced  in  water  but  usually  not 
as  satisfactorily.  Fill  the  glass  with  water  so  that  it 
nearly  touches  the  bulb.  Place  a  piece  of  charcoal  in  the 
water  to  keep  it  Bweet,  put  away  in  a  cool,  dark  place 
until  roots  are  about  8  inches  long  and  then  gradually 
bring  to  the  light.
